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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 45 is objected to because of a spelling error in line 5 of the claim. The 
misspelled word should be spelled "comprising". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shill USP 
5,944,477. 

Shill discloses a similar feed table apparatus comprising: 

• A conveyor (at least fig. 6) 

• A shuttle vise comprising: 

• First and second (29,30) vertical columns 

• An upper guide rail (jaws 40 and 42 ride along an upper guide rail that 
interconnect the first and second columns) 

• Jaws (40,42) 

• A reaction system (34) (fig.4) comprising a clamping force bar (35) disposed 
adjacent to the upper guide bar 
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• A clamping actuator (48) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 6-10,15, and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 12,13,14,32,34,38,39,40,41,42,43 and 44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references cited do not disclose "the clamping actuator... attached to the clamping force 
bar" (claim 38,40,41,42,43,44), or "the reaction system further comprises a plurality of 
links pivotally attached to the clamping force bar" (claim 39) 

The indicated allowability of claim 5, now new independent claim 45, is 
withdrawn in view of reference Shill USP 5,944,477 (see TJ3).
